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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1,15, and 30 require that the 3'-end nucleotide of the mutant-allele-speciftc primer 
Is a cytidine 'at the position as illustrated in Figure 4 that corresopnds to the site of the G-to-A point mutation that gives rise to the 
S653(At)N substltutionin an AHASL protein'. Previous claims did not specifically and particularly require this limitation on the placement of 
the 3'>end cytidine of the mutant-allel-specific primer (e.g. page 15 of 19 of the Remarks/Arguments of 01/11/2007 Indicate that this 
amendment more distlntctly points out the requirements of the primer of the claimed method). This distinct limitation was not a 
requirement of the previously claimed methods, and thus claims drawn to methods requiring such a limited primer would require a further 
search and consideration of the prior art and the particular teachings o f the instant specificaiton.
